We can- 
not expect better things so long 
as we maintain hand reds of 
thousands of our fellow citizens 
who are even worse, so far at our 
financial and physical welfare are 
concerned than paupers. 

Drop the use of wine, tobacco, 
and other things that are used to 
gratify abnormal desires, and put 
the men to work on producing 
articles that can he utilized in 
beautifying the home, and toon 
there will be a wonderful im- 
provement in finances as well as 
home comforts and surroundings.
